mous Australian airman and hero of 


the flight from England to Australia 
in 1920, was killed today on the first 
flight of a Vickers Viking airplane, in 
which he had planned to make a flight 
around the world, beginning on April 
26. Killed with him was his me- 
chanic, Lieut. J. M. Bennett. His 
brother, Sir Keith Smith, escaped 
death unly by his late arrival at the 
aerodrome. 

The machine had been tested a half 
hour before by Capt. Cockrell of the 
builder’s staff, flying splendidly for 
half an hour. Then it was turned over 
to Sir Ross, who, with Lieut. Bennett 
as his sole passenger,. immediately 
climbed to 3,000 feet and put the ma- 
chine through maneuvers. 

All seemed to be going well, but at 
the end of fifteen minutes the spec- 
tators noticed the machine rapidly 
nose diving. At about 300 feet above 
the earth it got into a spin and 


crashed within a few,feet of a crowd 


of workmen and guests. Sir Ross was 
killed instantly and Lieut.

*‘ Anybody who waits to see ‘ Fatty ’ 
Arbuckle in the movies is welcome to, 
as far as I am concerned,” is the way 
Chief of Police Fitzmorris last night 
disposed of the question, “Can ‘ Fatty’ 
come back on the screen as he has 
done in a court of law?” as far as 
Chicago is concerned. 

At the time of Arbuckle’s first trial 
for the death of Virginia Rappe, Chief 
Fitzmorris declared there was no legal 

eason for prohibiting the comedian’s 

Ims in Chicago, but expressed sur- 
prise that any movie fans would care 
to see this actor. 

Last night he made the same éom- 
ment on the announcement, which 
was made by Adolph Zukor, president 
of the Famous Players-Lasky corpora- 
tion within a few hours after ‘ Fatty’s’ 
acquittal at San Francisco, that three 
completed comedies starring Roscoe 
C. Arbuckle are to be released imme- 
diately. 

* Let ’em go if they want to, but who 
would want to,” the chief declared. 


Zukor Issues Statement. 


Adolph Zukor, in a statement made 


last night at New York, said. 

‘“‘Arbuckle has finished ‘ Gasoline 
Gus,’ ‘Freight Prepaid’ and ‘ Leap 
Year,’ which will be released immedi- 
ately, as we are confident the Ameri- 
can public is eminently fair and real- 
izes by this time that Arbuckle has 
been the victim of unfortunate circum- 
stances. I know of no better com- 
ment to make than that given by the 
jury.” 

The Chicago board of moving picture 
censors had this comment to make: 
“ Arbuckle films will be judged solely 
on their merits as pictures, and with- 
out any reference to the private life 
of the actors.”’ 

Mrs. Benita McCormick, head of the 
board, declared there would be a “care 
ful watch for lurid advertising cap- 
italizing the details of Arbuckle’s 
trial.’ She mentioned the case of a 
picture in which Virginia Rappe took 
a minor part. ‘“ Objectionable adver- 
tisments; playing up Miss Rappe’s 
death party,’ said Mrs. McCormick, 
‘were plastered up all over the town. 
But we had them all taken down at 
once. We will apply the same rule to 
any spectacular advertising of the Ar- 
buckle films.” 


@Qmne Preacher’s View. 


“Arbuckle certainly cannot cgme 
back,” said the Rev. Johnston Myers, 
pastor ofthe Immanuel Baptist church. 
“He is not guilty of murder, but his 
trial brought forth revelation of a life 
of debauchery. The public may not in- 
sist on a definite standard of morals 
for all actors on the screen, but it will 
surely turn against absolute licentious- 
ness.” 

Dr. Myers declared he had formerly 
enjoyed Arbuckle’s films because they 
were so “ wholesome, clean, and fun- 
making.” But,” he explained, “it: is 
impossible now for me to divorce the 
wholesomeness of his comgdy from the 
sordidness of his life.” 

This same rule should be applied to 
all stage favorites when the immoral- 
ities and sordid details of their private 
life has been proved to an erstwhile 
admiring public, contends Dr. Myers, 
who believes that the adjustment is 
“automatic.”

Just as gradual improvement is 
being registered in domestic business 
and industry, so, too, the international 
commerce of the United States appears 
to be ernerging from the doldrums, ac- 
cording to statistics covering March 
made public by the department a com- 


merce yesterday. 
“The tide is turned {mn ‘foreign trade,” 


Secretary Hoover said in comment on 
the figures, “but the plant Is too young 
to be sure it is going to grow.” He add- 
ed, however, that there has been a gen- 
eral increase in inquiries into foreign 
trade opportunities and other general in- 
dications of improvement. Jt {s not un- 
tikely this improvement in foreign trade 
is influenced by the recent advance in 
foreign exchange rates and also by the 
growing Willingness of American in- 
yestors to place large sums in high class 


foreign securities. 
Exports and Imports Gain. 


It ts a striking fact that both exports 
and imports last month were far in ex- 
cess of pre-war averages. Our exports 
aggregated $332,000,000, the highest since 
October, 1921, and an increase of more 
than $80,000,000 over February. Our ex- 


ports in March, 1914, totaled only $1$7,- 


499,234. Imports last month aggregateéc 
$25$,000,000, the highest since Deceniber, 
1920, and an increase of about $143,000,- 
900 over February. Imports in March, 
1914, totaled $182,555,304. In March last 
year, exports were $386,680,346 and im-
